AN ACT to ereate seetion 16380 of the statutes, relat'ng to an-
propriation by municipalities for humane societies.
The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senale and
assemily, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. There is added to the statutes a new seeticn o
read: Secticn 16360. 1. Whenever a society for the preventon
of abuse or neglect of children or cruelty to animals shall be
inccrporated for the enforeement of the law relating to said
subjects within any county of this state it shall be lawful fo.
the county Loard of such county or the council of any city or
village within such ecunty to eppropriate for the maintenane»
and support of such societies in the prosccution of the work for
which it is organized any sum of mency not otherwise appro-
priated. not exeeeding in the agerecate twelve hundred dollars
in any cne year. Such aggregate to ‘nelude all appropriations
by the county or other municipal corperation or corporations
within the county.

2. No part of sueh appropriation shall be expended for the
payment cf the salary of any officer other than the authorized
and active agent of such sceiety.

SeEcTioN 2. This act shall take effeet and be in foree from
and after its passage and publication.

AN ACT to amend seetion 387 of the statutes. relating to the
admission of both sexes to the different schools and colleges
of the University of Wisconsin.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senale and
assembly;, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. Section 387 of the statutes is amended to read:
Section 387. * * *  All schools and colleges of the wniversity
shall, in their respective departinents and class erercises, be open
without distinction io students of both sexes: and all able-bodied
male students in whatever eollege therein may reee've instrue-
tion and discipline in military tacties, the requisite arms for
which shall be furn‘shed by the state. Any person who has
graduated from a regular collegiate course at the university.
